Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on July 16, 2007. Currently, claims 1-8 
5 remain in the examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
10 directed at a method of producing smart cards, and the smart cards produced by the methods. 

The smart card chip module comprises, among other components, connecting part in the edge 
region of the chip module and antenna below the connecting part. Before the installation of the 
chip module, adhesive parts made of elastic, conductive material are applied between the 
connecting part and antenna and cured. When the chip module is installed, pressure is applied to 

75 the adhesive parts to produce a contact. Such method and the card produced by the method is 
neither disclosed nor suggested by the cited references.
